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FOREWORD 

i^^HE  DEVELOPMENT  of  Architecture  has  gradually  become  a  factor 
of  greater  importance  in  the  life  of  the  community,  ever  since  the 
time  when  Man  became  discontented  with  the  uncertain  branch  on 
which  to  hook  his  tail  and  proceeded  to  build  himself  a  more  com- 
fortable resting  place  and  shelter. 

The  few  enthusiastic  and  congenial  souls,  in  whose  minds  was  formed  the 
nucleus  of  this  Club,  soon  realized  that  the  duties  of  this  organization  were  more 
comprehensive  than  the  purposes  for  which  they  had  first  organized  ;  i.  e.  the  ideal 
interchange  of  opinion  and  thought  amongst  the  "favored  few"  of  its  membership. 

They  began  to  feel  the  necessity  of  stimulating  the  architects  at  large  to 
putting  forth  their  best  efforts  in  producing  logical  and  individual  solutions  of  their 
problems  in  Architecture  and  the  Allied  Arts,  and  of  holding  before  the  practitioners 
and  yet-to-be  practitioners  of  Architecture  a  high  ideal  of  the  standard,  which  should 
be  attained  in  order  to  be  worthy  of  the  profession  to  which  they  have  devoted 
themselves,  and  lastly,  but  by  no  means  the  least  important,  the  duty  of  inculcating 
a  better  understanding  in  the  community  at  large  as  to  what  constitutes  good 
architecture,  and  to  awaken  a  desire  for  New  Civic  Ideals,  and  for  more  sympathetic 
relationship  between  fellow-workers. 

The  realization  of  this  duty  to  the  community  brought  into  being  the  ex- 
hibitions, held  by  this  and  other  similar  clubs  throughout  the  country, 

No  doubt,  the  ensemble  and  individual  buildings  of  the  Great  Panama- 
Pacific  International  Exposition,  with  their  qualities  of  beauty,  grace  of  outline, 
dignity  of  mass,  sublety  of  proportion,  harmony  of  color,  and  coherence  of  com- 
position, which  elements  serve  to  make  Architecture  lasting,  will  di>  a  great  deal 
towards  stimulating  the  imagination  of  the  Public. 

However,  it  is  our  earnest  hope  that  this  exhibition  will  serve  as  a  mile  post 

of  a  year's  progress  in  the  work  of  spreading  the  Gospel  of  Truth  and  Beauty. 

Well  has  it  been  said  of  Architecture 

"There  is  no  truth  without  beauty, 
There  is  no  beauty  without  truth." 

If  this  exhibition  has,  in  its  own  little  way, 
First,  for  the  public  :  served  to  promote  a  more  general  and  intelligent  interest  in 

the  art  of  Architecture  throughout  the  community  at  large; 
Second,  for  the  architect :    served  to  encourage   a  manly  interchange  of  friendly 

criticism  and  of  purity  in  professional  life,  as  well  as  a  full  appreciation  of 

his  duty  to  the  novitiate; 
Third,  in  general  :  served  to  stimulate  a  spirit  of  co-operation  between  the  client, 

the  architect  and  the  builder; 
it  will  have  accomplished  its  purpose  and  justified  the  noble  and   untiring  efforts 
of  our  faithful  Committee.
